Council To Put Millage 


Increase on Ballot 


The Romulus City Council 
hopes that language it has approved 
for a proposed charter amendment 
will make it through all required 
hurdles in time to be placed on the 
August 3 Primary ballot. 

The language reads as follows: 

“Shall Section 11.1 of the Char- 
ter of the City of Romulus, Wayne 
County, Michigan, be amended so as 
to permit the levy by the City of an 
additional ad valorem tax in an 
amount not to exceed three (3) mills 
for five (5) years, from 2010 through 
2014, for the sole purpose of paying 
for police and fire. services?” 

Mayor Alan R. Lambert and sev- 
eral Council members have publicly 
stated that the proposed temporary 
boost to City coffers is necessary to 
maintain essential services.

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Taylor Gardeners Replace Stolen Plants 


When they learned that someone stole 
plants from a butterfly garden outside 
Warren City Hall, Taylor pardeucrs came 
to the rescue. 

On May 26, Taylor. Mayor Jeffrey P. 
Lamarand and master gardeners Karen 
Taylor and Jeanine Fennessey traveled to 
Warren, where they presented Mayor Jim 
Fouts with a variety of plants designed to 
cater to the needs of Monarch Butterflies. 

Warren's plants were stolen from the 
city’s butterfly garden the weekend of May 
15—16. Fouts said five milkweed plants and 
six black-eyed Susans were removed. Fouts 
offered a $500 reward for information lead- 
ing to the conviction of the thieves, and 
offered to buy replacements. 

Certified butterfly gardens — also known 
as Monarch Waystations — are plentiful in 
the City of Taylor. There are 33 — the most 
in southeast Michigan, according to Taylor. 

The City of Taylor contingent deliv- 
ered 30 plants of varying species and sizes 
that were transplanted from the Rose Gar- 


den Subdivision Monarch Waystation and 
other butterfly gardens in the city. 

Karen Taylor, who is a member of the 
Taylor Butterfly Group and helped plant 
the beautiful Rose Garden display, said she 
was happy to share with Warren. 

“IT wanted to take the focus off the van- 
dalism and put it back on the butterflies 
and the conservation aspect,” Taylor said. 
“We had gardens and we had plants, so why 
not share?” 

Mayor Fouts said he was delighted by 
the donation, adding that no other city has 
ever provided assistance to Warren. 

“T’m surprised, elated, and very pleased,” 
he said. “I am very appreciative of Mayor 
Lamarand’s goodwill gesture. This is a good 
example of partnership and collaboration 
between two diverse cities from different 
sections of southeast Michigan. We're fortu- 
nate to have good neighbors southwest of us.”

Dingell To Introduce Resolution To Recognize 
Galarraga’s Gem as a Perfect Game 


Upon his return to Washington, D.C. 
following the current district work period, 
Congressman John D. Dingell (D—MI15) 
will introduce a resolution calling on Major 
League Baseball to overturn the call that 
spoiled Armando Galarraga’s perfect game 
for the Detroit Tigers. 

Galarraga threw 87/3 innings against 
the Cleveland Indians at Comerica Park on 
June 2 without giving up a hit, a walk, or 
an error. One more out would have given 
him the 21st perfect game in the history of 
Major League Baseball, and the first in 
Tigers history. 

But, umpire Jim Joyce said the would- 
be 27" out — the Indians’ Jason Donald — 
beat out a throw to first for an infield single. 
Replays showed Joyce was wrong, and the 
umpire graciously admitted his mistake. 

“Jim Joyce missed the call, but, because 
he admitted it, we have a leg to stand on in 
our case to Major League Baseball,” Dingell 
explained. “Baseball’s executives have cor- 
rected a mistake on the field in a regular-

season game before — the ‘pine tar’ game. 
This is the right thing to do.” 

Dingell had words of praise for the 
pitcher, and also for the umpire for admit- 
ting his historic error quickly and honestly. 

“In my eyes, Galarraga is already part 
of a special and exclusive group, for this 
has only happened 21 times before in the 
long history of Major League Baseball,” said 
Dingell. “In fact, you could argue he's in a 
class by himself: the only pitcher to face 28 
hitters in a perfect game. 

“Umpire Joyce made a colossal blun- 
der — but, if we can reverse it, he will have 
played a huge role in righting the wrong. 

“This perfect game may not have the 
perfect ending, but it will be one distinct 
and historic in its own way,” Dingell con- 
tinued. “I hope this is the first of many his- 
toric moments for Armando Galarraga. He 
will take a special place in Tigers history 
and in the hearts of fans, who watched him 
compete with class and hold his compo- 


sure in calamity.”

Prevention Citizen Survey to generate usable 
data from our community,” said Captain 
Fire Inspector Jesse Kriebel. “Citizen re- 
sponses will be used to evaluate the impact 
of our current programs, to improve upon 
these programs, and to develop new ones. 
“Most home fires can be prevented,” 
he continued. “Please avoid the single great- 
est fire hazard in your home: the thought 
that “it can't happen, not to me and not in 
my home.” 
Questions on the brief survey include: 
° Did any of the Taylor Fire Department's 
fire prevention and safety programs re- 
sult in a fire safety action in your home? 

° Did any children of your family discuss 
safety tips or information learned from 
the classroom fire safety lessons? 

¢ Do you believe Taylor fire prevention 
and safety programs have directly in- 
creased your children’s knowledge and 
awareness of fire and safe behaviors? 

° Have you or any of your children ever 
“played with fire”? 

Current Taylor fire prevention and 
safety programs partner with the Taylor 
School District. This year, the program has 
reached almost 5,000 students. Fire safety 
lessons have been presented during the 
2009-2010 school year on a monthly basis 
in the pre-kindergarten through third-grade 
classrooms. Arson prevention lessons were 
recently completed with the fourth-, fifth-, 
and sixth-grade classes. 

“Most deadly fires happen in the place 
we feel the safest — our homes,” said Kriebel, 
who is known as “Firefighter Jesse” to Taylor 
school children. “Getting our prevention 
message into the homes of our community 
is a real challenge. Our prevention strategy 


is to empower the children of our commu-_ 


nity by teaching and reinforcing fire safety, 
fire science, fire behavior, and fire survival 
concepts. Lessons were taught by firefight- 
ers in the classrooms, and prevention mate- 
tials were sent home to reach the families. 

“Our goal is to provide a long-term ben- 
efit to our community by sustaining these 
programs and creating a ‘fire-safe genera- 
tion.’ I believe that the data from the survey, 
combined with our fire data, will prove that 
the old adage, ‘an ounce of prevention is 


worth a pound of cure,’ is indeed a true 
statement.” .
